DETAILED ACTION 

1. RCE, filed on 07/03/06, and amendment filed on 10/03/06 are acknowledged. Clams 55- 
73 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 55-73 are allowed. The new numbering of claims is 1 through 19. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
Swaim, applied in the previous Office actions, does not disclose or fairly suggest an apparatus 
recited in the amended claims 55 and 67, in particular "a controller for controlling (a) operation 
of the detection means during analysis of the sample sop as to measure hydrogen sulfide evolved 
on a real time basis as a function of time, and (b) calculation of the cumulative concentration of 
hydrogen sulfide as a function of hydrogen sulfide concentration and flow rate, and a trap for 
selectively removing hydrogen sulfide form an exit stream leaving the apparatus" (claim 55). 
Claims 67 recites even more limiting structural elements.
